Either they'll gel their grasping lingers out of the high- 
way department so It will be free to plan, construct and 
malnUIn roads on a business-like bosU. or the people wlU 
Klve them an even bigger headache at the n«t general elec- 
tion and during the next scaalon ot the legislature two years
